From Wilmington to Washington

Sean Farrell aspires to a seat in 
the United States Senate. 

A lofty goal to be sure, but in 
one sense, the Wilmington High 
School junior has already made it. 
Farrell was one of just 104 students 
nationally and two from 
Massachusetts to be selected as 
delegates to the 1996 United States 
Senate Youth Program, a program 
dedicated to inspiring future lead- 
ers and one that will give Farrell a 
front row seat to, at least for now, 
witness the actions of the legislative 
body. 

“It will be good experience to 
meet with all these. politicians in 
Washington who make the nation's 
laws and run the government on a 
day-to-day basis,” Farrell said. 

Farrell and his 103 fellow youttr 
delegates will gather for an all ex- 
pense paid week in Washington, 
D.C., from March 2 through 
March 9, to tour the city, visit its 
institutions, and meet with, speak 
with and listen to the country’s 
policy makers. 

Each student will also receive a 
$2,000 college scholarship. Far- 
rell’s will be presented to him by 
Massachusetts’ Senators, Edward 
M. Kennedy and John F, Kerry. 

And though the money will sure- 
ly come in handy, Farrell insists 
that “just being able to see the real 
inside track of the government” 
will make the whole experience 
memorable and worthwhile. 

The program is now in its 34th 
year, having been enacted in 1962 
by Senate Resolution 324. It unites- 
two students from each state, the 
District of Columbia and the De- 
partment of Defense Dependents 
Schools Overseas, in the nation’s 
capital for a week of intensive

While all that helped Farrell be 
selected to compete for his spot on 
the delegation, getting picked was 
only the beginning. 

From there, Farrell, along with 
354 other students in this state 
alone, took a written test. The 
students with the top 10 scores in 
the state were invited back to the 
department of education for an 
interview and 300-word essay ex- 
amination. 

Of those 10, just two were selec- 
ted. 

This was heady stuff, heady 
competition. 

For his essay, Farrell was asked 
to explain why many persons eligi- 
ble to vote no longer do so and 
further to explain the policy conse- 
quences of their failure to vote. In 
a half-hour interview, he was then 
quizzed on his opinion of govern- 
ment, his overall knowledge, acti- 
vities past and present, his role as a 
leader, his involvement in his com- 
munity and, on top of all that, had 
his personality assessed.

“I thought I had a pretty good 
interview,” Farrell said. “I thought 
it was great when I got it, but I 
knew it was going to be tough.

The Internal Revenue service 
recently eased the paperwork 


burden to prove business 
expenses. After 34 years, it is no 
longer necessary to save receipts 
for. all business travel and 
entertainment expenses over $25; 
the new threshold, as of 
September 30 of last year, is $75. 
(to keep up with inflation since 
1962, the new standard would 
have had to be $126.16). 

A receipt still is required for 
lodging for business travel, 
regardless of the amount. 

Company reimbursement rules 
are affected, too. If a company 
repays its workers’ expenses, it 
must deduct taxes for the amount 
if the employee has not submitted 
the necessary receipts. While 
companies can continue to set 
their own rules, limiting how 
much they will pay for and the 
documentation they demand from 
workers on ‘their expense 
accounts, the new rules ease the 
companies’ job in proving that 
reimbursements were properly 
left untaxed.

Tewksbury Special Town 
Meeting articles 
by Bill Conlon 


Tewksbury voters will be asked to make four decisions next week, at a 
Special Town Meeting on Tuesday night. The town meeting begins at 8 
p.m. in the High School gym off Pleasant Street. 

Article 1 -- Borrowing for modular classrooms 

The school committee is seeking funds to buy four temporary classroom 
additions, to be placed at the North Street and Trahan elementary schools. 
No dollar figure was included in the article, but a sum of $650,000 was the 
amount discussed by selectmen this week. 

The modular units are an admitted temporary solution to a long-term 
problem, and some town officials are openly opposed to-the borrowing, 
most notably the Finance Committee. 

Still, something must be done by September, when even more children 
will be ready for school. 

Article 2 -- Adult Elderly Housing zone 

This article would create a new zoning district, which would allow for 
multi-use senior living facilities. The new complexes, on 12 acres or more 
of land, would include nursing homes. assisted living quarters, unassisted 
living, and even small commercial uses such as hairdressers, restaurants or 


gift shops. 
Article 3 -- Sell town land off Court Street 

The third article on the warrant seeks voter permission to sell a 65-acre 
parcel off Court Street, one of the town's now-unused wellfields. The land 
would then be sold, to the highest bidder, as a possible location for the new 
Adult Elderly Housing complex (see Article 2, above). Since the land was 
once used to provide water, permission from the state Legislature must be 
gained for the sale. 

Article 4 - Borrowing for the library 

On Saturday, voters approved a debt exemption that will raise property 
taxes to pay off a $3 million borrowing issue to build a new public library. 

However, there is no such borrowing request before the town. 

Last October, voters approved a $3 million library borrowing issue, then 
rejected a subsequent debt exemption question by 31 votes. The borrowing 
was madé conditional upon the outcome of the debt question, so when the 
debt exemption was defeated last November, so too was the borrowing. 

This time, the debt exemption has been approved before the borrowing 
issue, which is legal though unusual. With the debt exemption approval 
now in hand, the $3 million borrowing request must be "re-approved™ by 
voters before any borrowing may take place. 

Last October, the library borrowing was approved on a unanimous voice 
vote at a Special Town Meeting.

If I could buy C-Span alone 
or along with channel 2, 44 and all 
other PBS and town channels I 
would. As a senior on a fixed 
income I can’t afford to pay Conti- 
nental over $25 a month to know 
what goes on in government. 

I tell you this, when you see it on 
C-Span it’s not what you get on 
syndicated national news. You see 
the real thing. Get your own ver- 
sion, live while it happens. 

“It’s not over till it’s over.” It’s 
not like Mr. Hull's article, as he 
wrote “Cable public hearing is 
your last chance.” I applaud public 
hearings and your reporting of the 
Educational Summit. 

By the way, I don’t agree with 
Selectman James Rooney on not 
having public hearings on a park- 
ing lot at Big Joe’s for the MBTA 
rail station. This is what Miceli is 
getting over $400,000 for. 

It's more of our taxpayers. 
money from the state to force Big 
Joe and others out! Nor do I agree 
with Selectman Rooney’s comment, 


as it was written, “These public 
hearings only hold things up.” 

What is it, we have no rights as 
residents anymore to put up our 
views?

If you're Johnny Buczynski and 
Steve Furniss - a.k.a. the Sunspots 
- you definitely got one heckuva 
14-track, 50-minute rock and roll 
record. 

“Shining Through!” the Sunspots 
debut album; is a light, punchy, 
jack-up-the-blender-and-kick back 
musical journey that takes listeners 
from Key West to the White 
Mountains of New Hampshire, with 
a pleasurable side excursion 
through cyberspace. 

Buczynski, who graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 1979, 
had just left a job with Lotus 
Development for one with Lock- 
heed Sanders when, at a bar near 
Loon Mountain, he met up with 
Steve Furniss. Like John and Paul, 
Mick and Keith, Robert and Jim- 
my, the rest is history. 

“Steve said he played bass guitar 
and I had just picked up a new 
Fender Stratocaster,” Buczynski 
recalled. “We went over to Steve's 
house and started jamming and it 
sounded pretty good.” 

Next came the obligatory rock 
and roll quiz show - what bands are 
you into? The answers, from Pink 
Floyd to Steely. Dan, solidified the 
bond. 

That night Buczynski, who owns 
real estate in Key West, wrote a 
song inspired by a vision of Ernest 
Hemingway hanging out in the 
south Florida resort town. It was 
recorded and thus began the Sun- 
spots. 

“Within weeks of meeting we 
were building our own recording 
studio, writing songs and perform- 
ing the songs,” Buczynski said. 
“Later we copyrighted the songs 
and mixed and mastered the album. 
We also designed and created the 
CD insert and actual CD artwork. 
By owning the studio it took the 
pressure off us to rush tracks and 
book recording time. We really 


had control of every aspect of the 
album.” 


the album lives up to its 

tte. “Shining Through!” 
From the swirling synthesizers 
and spacey keyboards of the 


plucked acoustic guitars of the 
closing “Key West,” the album 
delivers a pleasurable sound ripe 
with invention, quirks and musical 
musings on such standard rock and 
roll themes as love and liberation, 
while delving into the infrequently 
tackled high-tech world. 

After the Furniss-composed and 
performed “Theme Song,” the band 
launches into “Cassandra,” a sort of 
rockabilly jaunt with a red-haired 
beauty that could serve to sum up 
the band’s approach and the al- 
bum’s sound: they’re serious and 
the digitally mixed album sounds 


great, but at the soul of the project. 


are two guys staying up late and 
jamming, having fun. 

Next up is “God Save the 
Queen,” which with its 70's TV 
intro and fills and classic imagery 
becomes one of the record’s main- 
stays. Buczynski’s vocals here are 
at their coolest, somewhere be- 
tween those of Steely Danner Don- 
ald Fagen and singer Joe Jackson. 

“Aw, What the Heck!” is a song 
best described by its title, after 
which comes “Rain Will Fall,” 
featuring the beautifully strong 
lead vocals of Carolyn Hart accom- 
panying Furniss’ tastiest keyboard 
work. This song sounds eerily 
familiar on first listen, but that’s 
only because it works so well. 

Which, despite a delightful foray 
complete with (computer) key- 
board and other sound effects and 
cutesy rhymes, is not quite the case 
with “Logged on... The Internet 
Song.” 

But it offers a whimsical break 
and sets the stage for the hauntingly 
lovely guitar intro cutting into the 
hip beat and exaggerated vocal 
swagger (4 la Tom Waite) of 
Buczynski on “Frustrated Lover,” 
by far the best song and overall 
vehicle for The Sunspots, As. the

Party All Night,” which Buczynski 
kiddingly writes in the album's 
liner notes was “Recorded live at 
the Hollywood Bowl.” 

Actually, the record ends where 
the whole thing began, on the 
beaches of Key West and in the 
head of Buczynski, writing a song 
about his favorite “sunspot.”

Jim Mahoney seeks seat on 


Mahoney makes his’ mark as the 
"back to basics” candidate; 
announces the ABC's of his 
platform: adapt, build, control. 

As one of four candidates vying 
for two Wilmington Selectmen seats 
this year, James E, Mahoney is 
applying the same philosophy that 
has made him a_ successful 
contributor to the Wilmington 
business community: stick to the 
basics to get the big issues resolved. 

“It's easy (in business) to get 
distracted by personality conflicts 
and other meaningless things,” says 
Mahoney, who, since 1987, has 
served as president of Por-shun, 
Inc., the Wilmington based Food 
Service Distributor which 

s in dairy products. "But if 

ck to the fundamentals, like 

providing good service and 

maintaining the quality people 

expect, then you'll succeed at 
whatever you do." 

What -he- wants to do now is 
employ . his considerable 
management skills to the position of 
selectman. Success will continue to 
come to Wilmington, he says, if he 
is elected to implement his basic 
"ABC's" of , reform, which 
Mahoney says stands for the town's 
need to “adapt, build, and control.” 
He elaborates: "First, the 
infrastructure has to adapt to the 
explosion of growth that has already 
haphazardly happened in town,” he 
explains: Such adaptation includes 
long term, cost effective plans that 
address overcrowding and 
technology needs along with 

» inadequate police and fire facilities. 
Then, he continues, "you must build 
« good tax dollars for the town that 
* put little stress on services.” The 
foundation for that comes, from 
* attracting more businesses to the 93 
corridor -"and I have real, solid 
knowledge of What it will take to 
attract a business person to this area 
and keep them here," Mahoney says. 


Lastly, Mahoney ‘says, "you need 
control, We've all seen neighboring 
towns go through explosive growth, 


only to end up not handling’ it well. 
And who pays? The 
Mahoney suggests a plan for 

“controlled residential growth" 
which will correct current and 
future traffic congestion. He also 
foresees an impending need for 
maintaining the tax rate at a 
“comfortable level." This can: be 
done, he believes, while 
accomplishing the adaptation of the 
infrastructure and building of new 
business. “The quality of our lives 
cannot be compromised because of 
growth,” he asserts. "I've had to 
balance those scales many times as 
my own business grow. I'll do the 
same for Wilmington.” 

Prior to Por-Shun, Inc., Mahoney 
served as general manager of a 
major wholesale/retail garden 
center from 1981 through 1987. 
After graduating high school, he 
earned his associates degree from 
the Essex Agricultural and 
Technical Institute. He is active in 
the Wilmington Kiwanis Club,and a 
parishioner of St. Dorothy's Parish. 
Mahoney is also a member of the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
and was recently elected to its board 
of directors. 

When asked his: most important 
qualifications for public service, 
Mahoney lists his dedication to his 
town and his independent thinking 
despite the “powers that be" 
penchant for political 
grandstanding. "I've got a lot at 
stake in Wilmington,” he explains, 
citing his current business, 11 year 
marriage to his high school sweet 
heart and two children ages five and 
two. “I'd hate to see that future 
frittered away because of the 
personal grudges that sometimes 
drive the process." 
decision to run was also prompted 
by the fear that an inexperienced 
candidate might be elected as a 
result of voter frustration with 
recent infighting among the 
incumbents. 

By going "back to basics,” 
Mahoney believes he can "overcome 
those distractions and concentrate 
on the issues at hand." Having 
succeeded with his own business, 
he's decided the time is right for 
Wilmington to benefit from his no 
nonsense strategic planning as well. 
"I don't do anything halfway,” 
Mahoney enthuses, reflecting the 
zeal with which he undertakes the 
task at hand. "Changing our 
community for the better, pps my 
top priority. 1: will do-so 


any personal agendas” or net 
encumbrances." It's a promise 


voters can count on, Mahoney says, 
because his platform is so simple. 
“If you can remember my ABC's on 
election day, then you'll remember 
me - James. E. Mahoney,” he 
concludes.

will now be sanitized for veterinary 
medical use, and the kitchen even 
has a grease trap with a strainer that 
will now filter out animal hairs. 

In all, a pleasant surprise for the 
Medford veterinarian. 

But Friends & Companions isn't 
just a veterinary clinic. 

Doreen Rosselli, who formerly 
ran Pet Palace in Claddagh Place, is 
setting up her pet supply business 
inside Friends & Companions. 
DeCristoforo said he bought out 
Pet Palace, and that Rosselli will be 


using some 40 percent of the floor 
space for pets and pet supplies. 

DeCristoforo said tropical fish 
will be the only “livestock” sold in 
the pet shop portion of Friends & 

Citing ethical issues in 
selling animals from a veterinary 
practice. Still, the pet shop portion 
of Friends & Companions will help 
lower the fees for medical services. 

DeCristoforo said he plans some- 
day to put in three dog runs behind 
the animal hospital, to exercise and 
rehabilitate his clients. He said he 
does not want a full-time boarding 
service, but short-term boarding ‘is 
necessary after some surgery. 

Friends & Companions will also 
include grooming and training, by 
board-certified Gail Grungo, with 
additional dog training offered by 
Frank Femino, an active duty K-9 
officer with the Medford police 
force. DeCristoforo said he's been 
the veterinian for Medford's police 
dogs for several years. 

Grungo's golden retriever, Bugle 
Boy, is a regular guest at Friends &

Friends & Companions will first 
and foremost be an animal hospital, 
with an array of medical services. 
An X-ray developer is being put in 
place this week, and a Cavitron - 
or dental cleaner -- will arrive in 
the next few days. DeCristorofo

Low Maintenance &- Ecological 
Sustainable Landscaping 

Recent, trendy gardening fads 
have brought us topiary animals, 
English cottage gardens and ponds 
filled with Japanese Koi (really big 
gold fish). But as garden designers 
become much more sophisticated 
they are getting back to the basics of 
good landscape design. The current 
trend is toward ecological, low 
maintenance gardens to which the 
term "Sustainable Landscaping" is 
often applied. 

Sustainable landscaping is based 
on a simple premise that calls for 
“the right plant in the right place." 
Some purists insist on planting only 
native plants in ecological 
landscapes, but most will agree that 
hybrid varieties and non-invasive 
imported plants serve us just as 
well. 

So what makes a plant "the right 
plant” for a sustainable landscape? 
In general it is a plant (tree, shrub, 
etc.) that will thrive in a particular

The sustainable garden by design 


location. It is a plant that evolved in 
and is adapted to an environment 
similar to the area in which it will 
be planted. Therefore it will not 
require unusual care, watering or 
fertilizer. It is resistant to most 
common diseases and pests and 
therefore does not require 
treatment with insecticides or 
fungicides. A sustainable plant is 
also resistant to immigrant invaders 
that have arrived on our shores 
(gypsy moths, Japanese beetles etc.). 
Lastly it must be compatible with 
our environment without becoming 
an invader itself (like the invasive 
purple loosestrife that has overtaken 
the native plants in our wetlands). 

Are there any landscape plants that 
meet all of these requirements? Yes! 
And they can be easily contrasted 
with plants that fall short of the 
ideal. For example, the Norway 
Maple (Acer platanoides) has been 
used in parks and other large 
landscapes for at least 100 years. It 
is pest resistant and requires| 
minimal care here in New England. 
(Hey, it comes from Norway. It's 
hardy and it is sustainable). But it is 
so hardy that it has become invasive 
to the point of competing with our] 
beautiful Sugar Maples (Acer 
saccharrm). So in an ecological or 
sustainable landscape Sugar Maples, 
are preferable although they do not 
tolerate salt. 

An example of selecting for insect 
resistance can be shown in birch 
trees. Everyone loves the fine white 


bark of our native white birch 
(Betula papyrifera). Every spring, 
however, it is plagued by leaf miner 
and bronze birch borer. These 
require regular insecticide 
treatments to maintain the optimal 
health of the tree. Another native 
birch, River Birch vr. “Heritage” is 
resistant to both pests and offers 
similar off white, peeling bark. It is 
the preferred variety for a low 
maintenance, sustainable landscape. 

Our Eastern Hemlock is under 
attack by a scale type insect called 
the woolly adelgid (for which there 
is no reliable treatment). The 
Western Hemlock is now 
recommended as an alternative fast 
growing evergreen. 

Many other sustainable options 
can be found for both trees and 
shrubs. Small low maintenance trees

for the home landscape might 
include the Paperbark Maple (Acer 
griseum) with its interesting peeling 
bark or the Cornelian Cherry 
(Cornus mas) which offers shiny 
red bark, small spring flowers and 
red berries in fall. Bradford. Pear, 
with its waxy leaves, provides white 
spring blooms in the driest street 
side plantings. Lastly, hardy small 
leaf hollies, like Ilex crenata 
“Compacta" are an excellent 
substitute for boxwood in 
foundation plantings. 

The right plant for the right place 
should always be a gardener's 
motto. Adherence to it when 
selecting trees and shrubs for the 
landscape will yield a healthier 
garden environment. (And less 
work for the gardener!)

Sullivan said he likes the first 
proposal better, but both he and his 
head coach, Bob Aylward, would be 
happy with either one.

I believe the Chinese put it best: 
“It's not the mountain before you 
that's so daunting as the pebble in 
your shoe." Little things can be 
awfully annoying at times. 

At the beginning of every fishing 
season, my first trip is the "shake- 
down" cruise. Make’a list and check 
it twice, but somehow I always find 
a way to leave something behind. It 
never fails. 

This year, on my first trip out on 
the ice, I forgot a sounding weight. 
A humble little device, but I found 
a way to forget to bring one. 

In ice fishing, once you bore your 
hole through the ice, you need to 
know how deep the water is. Most 
fish hang pretty close to bottom, so 
you need to know precisely where 
to place the bait -- within inches. 

A sounder is a weight that clips 
onto your hook. You simply clip on 
the weight, and bomb's away! In a 
few seconds, when the line stops, 
you know the precise depth. 

My uncle uses an old spark plug 
for a sounding weight, or you can 
buy factory-made items for about a 
buck apiece at your favorite tackle 
shop. Instead, I made my own. 

One autumn night I sat down with 
a handful of tire weights, the round 
end of an aluminum cigar tube, and 
a few “alligator” clips: purchased at 
Radio Shack. I melted the lead tire 
weights on the kitchen stove (in a 
small skillet that's used exclusively 
for melting lead) and poured out a 
dozen weights. They clip securely 
onto the hook, but I'm in constant 
fear that some minion of the law is 
going to spot the sounder clipped to 
my windshield visor and question 
me about drug paraphernalia. 

Under normal use, a sounder will 
last a lifetime or two. Unless it falls 
off. Yes, it happens. 

On my shakedown cruise, with 
my sounder clipped to the visor but 
NOT onto my pocket flap where it 
belongs, I used the nail clipper off 
my key ring. I thought about using 
my whole key ring, but I could see 
myself screaming down the hole at 
my truck keys, knowing that the 
bottom of the pond in mid-winter is 
slightly more accessible than the 
moon, but not by much. The nail 
clipper was too light, but it did the 
job. 

Used properly, a sounder will tell 
you more about the pond than just 


the depth. Much more. 

When my sounder hits bottom, I 
play with it a minute to learn what's 
down there. By jigging the weight 
off the bottom, and I can tell what 
kind of floor I'm fishing over. 

If the weight thumps the bottom, 
it's probably sand. If it clicks, the 
bottom is rocky. I then jig around 
the hole, to see if it’s just one rock 
or the entire bottom. If the sounder

snags on the way up, I know I can 
expect weeds. And. if the weight just 
00zes to a stop with no appreciable 
feedback, it's a mucky bottom. 

Now, with ice fishing, you set the 
depth by marking the line, so you 
can always put the minnow back at 
the same depth. Mark off the six or 
eight inches for the tipup, then the 
rest is negotiable. I tie a slip knot in 
the line and put a bit of toothpick 
in the loop, but some prefer sliding 
buttons on the line. To each... 

With a muck bottom, I want the 
minnow at least six inches above the 
"bottom" indicated by the weight. 
(A minnow buried in the muck isn't 
going to be seen.) With a sand or 
rock floor, F'll fish the bait closer 
to the ground. 

Weeds you have to play by ear. I 
try to put my bait above the weed 
level, to keep it visible, but that can 
mean adjusting the depth with each 
bait-check. You never can tell. 

I'm won't forget my sounder next 
time out: I've now got two clipped 
to my pocket flaps, one on the visor 
in the truck and another in my hook 
box. 

With my luck, I sure don't want 
to risk my truck keys.

Sullivan said, is the proximity to 
schools. Students who must walk to 
school need sidewalks, Sullivan said 
Tuesday, and input from the school 
committee is helpful in picking the 
streets that will get walkways.

New “small” 
business opens

While bargain shopping in towns 
outside of Wilmington for clothing 
and toys for her three children, 
Sandra Breton Roberts came to a 
logical conclusion: why not start 
my own bargain shop for chil- 
dren's items, and, while I’m at it, 
why not make it close to home? 

A natural progression led Rob- 
erts, a 1978 graduate of Wilming- 
ton High School and mother of 
children aged 3, 7 and 11, to re- 
cently open Children’s Express at 
281 Main Street. It is the only 
clothing and toy shop in the area 
that has both new and used items. 

“This shop is about saving 
money on children’s clothing, toys 
and accessories such as car seats,” 
said Roberts. 

But while Children’s Express 
deals in both new and used goods, 
Roberts added that it “is not a 
consignment shop. I pay cash for 
goods brought to me by moms and 
grandmothers, but I accept only 
like-new items. Bring the goods in 
one day, and collect your money 
the next.” 

An inveterate bargain shopper 
herself, Roberts guarantees her 
customers savings of 50 percent on 
like-new clothing. She added that 
she sells new items for ten percent 
less than the discount department 
stores. 


With Children’s Express, Rob- 
erts adds a new twist to bargain 
shops in that she is willing to order 
items patrons want. 

“I can get you anything you 
want, usually within two weeks’ 
time,” she said. 

Through her frequent trips 
shopping for three young children, 
Roberts got quite a bit of opportu- 
nity to examine bargain shops.’ 
The Wilmington-raised entrepre- 
neur decided that her town should 
have a bargain store for children’s 
goods and opened Children’s Ex- 
press last month.

Lizards! 


New pet store opens!

Any reptile lovers out there? 
Snakes? Lizards? Turtles? Frogs? 
If it slithers, slides or crawls, you 
name it and D&S Reptiles of Wil- 
mington has it. 

On Feb. 13, co-owners Dave Hew- 
itt of Dracut and Steve Bergeron of 
Lowell (who both also work at An- 
ton's Cleaners in Wilmington), took 
their reptile collections from their 
homes and opened up shop at the 
Wilmington Center, right next door 
to Center News. And so far, this 
new, yet different buisness, is doing 
very well. 

“It has been great so far - no prob- 
lems," said Hewitt. "We have al- 
ready paid for our rent.” 

Hewitt said that he has been 
collecting reptiles for about eight 
years now. He said he has worked 
with these animals before and he 
and his partner just want people to 
first know more about the unique 
animals, and for them to be able to 
enjoy having them for pets. 

“We are not in it for the money. 
It's not even a job - it's ahobby. We 
don't want our prices to be high - 
we want to be competitve so people 
can have nice pets," Hewitt said. 

Right now Hewitt admitted that 
some of the prices of the reptiles 
that have come from such faraway 
places as Indonesia and Australia, 
are a little high. But he said in a 
short time the store will be getting 
many more new pets that will cost a 
lot less, 

“A lot of people like to express 
themselves in different ways. These 
pets are different and I think having 
them is a way to express yourself. 


A lot of people don't know much « 


about them and hopefully this is one 
way for them to know more," Hew- 
itt said. 

Hewitt said none of the pets he has 
are dangerous. He said 99 percent 
of the time the snakes he has don't 
bite and the only time they do is 
when they haven't been fed in a long 
time. The snakes at his store, who 
don't have eyelids, Hewitt said, are 
fed once a week, typically with 
some kind of small rodent. He also 
said they are very easy to maintain. 

"All people have to do is take 
proper care of them, Hewitt said. 
Reptiles lack a metabolism, so they 
need constant heat. If they are fed 
properly, have heat, light and clean 
water, they will be fine.” 

Other than the proper light, heat 


and food supplies, the reptiles need: 
to be kept in a fish tank, which D &S 
also sells, for about $10 each. Hew- 
itt said some animals need vitamins, 
the iguanas are vegetarians and the 
snakes eat rodents, so the food sup~ 
ply is very cheap. 

D&S Reptiles has all kinds of 
snakes, which according to Hewitt 
have a life expectancy of 8-20 years, 
Most_of the prices of the snakes 
range from $120 -$200. 

Whether it be the six-foot long 
python, a Columbian Boa, a Blood 
Python, a California King Snake 
(which the store has already sold 
four of), a Diadem Rat Snake, a 
Corn Snake or many other baby 
snakes, the entire store is very ver- 
satile in the snake department, 

"Snakes are a very misunderstood 
pet. They are probably the easiest 
to maintain. They only go the bath- 
room about once a week. They are 
very maintance free animals," Hew- 
itt said. 

Another reptile the store has, is a 
beautiful Red Eyed Tree Frog, 
which is priced at $45. This small 
frog with big red eyes and orange 
feet is one of many unique animals 
that is made up of many various 
colors. Other than snakes and 
frogs, Iguanas are also very popular 
too - Day Geckos, Leopard Geckos 
or just a plain old lizard are about 
$60 each. The store also has several 
Tarantulas, as well. 

“We will be getting many more 
different frogs, turtles and lizards - 
mostly the smaller ones," Hewitt 
said. 

D&S gets their new pets from 
local breeders, but he said since 
reptiles need warmth, most of them 
come from near the equator. 

"They come from all over - not 
really from the Unites States, but 
mostly from Indonesia, Australia 
and the equator." 

Thus far, many kids have visited 
his store. And, Hewitt said, once 
parents know the reptiles are not 
harmful, give in easier to kids’ 
wishes. 

“Parents are weary when they 
come in, but once they see how 
harmless they are, they give in and 
try it out." 

D&S Reptiles is located at 420 
Main Street in Wilmington. Their 
hours are Mon., Tues., Thurs., and 
Fri, 12-8 and Saturdays 12-5. They 
are closed on Wednesdays. Their 
phone number is 657-8772.

ooks! They are some- 
thing that is an every- 
day part of our lives. 

In our schools, the only thing 
we worry about is that our chil- 
dren have the latest edition of 
the required textbooks. 

We can go to a library and 
pick one up if we only need it for 
a short period of time, or we can 
go to one of many used and dis- 
count book stores to buy less 
expensive copies of books that 
we need or just like to read.

Wilmington Public Health 
Director Gregory Erickson has 
unveiled a proposal outlining 
regulations that would require 
Wilmington’s cigarette retailers 
to be licensed, according to the 
Wilmington edition of the “Town 
Crier.” 

Reacting favorably to the 
overall draft and agenda, the 
board will hold a public hearing, 
with Erickson’s blessings, 
regarding the regulations which 
are designed to “put some teeth 
in the board’s bylaws dictating 
punishments for violation of 
state laws prohibiting sales of 
tobacco products to persons 
under the age of 18. Currently, 
there is a $300 fine for each 
offense; but if and when the 
board requires cigarette retail- 
ers to be licensed, the board 
would be able to. revoke that 
license for a sales offense. The 
board would also be able to 
revoke a license for violating the 
regulations requiring the 
license.” 

Among several other regula- 
tions presented by Erickson are: 
no sales of tobacco products 
without a valid license from the 
Board of Health - sales include 
those over-the-counter, by vend- 
ing machine or by canteen 
truck; a $5 licensing fee which
